NEW YOBK, Oct. 30—An English syn- 
dicate with several millions back of it, is 
trying to acquire the proprietary rights 
to certain American patent medicines. 
These properties are regarded as even 
more profitable than the breweries. 


The principal agent of the syndicate 
is Thos. H. Wagstaff, a broker at No. 18 
Broadway. 
Many 
proprietors 
of 
patent medicines in this city 
have 
been approached by him. 
One i)ro- 
prietor 
says 
that 
Mr. 
Wagstaflf 
recently offered to purchase h ^ business 
for the syndicate. He agreed to pay 
$500,000 for eveiy 10 per cent, of profits 
received during the past five years. 
Wagstaff declined to give the names of 
those interested, but says the syndicate 
has several million dollars to invest, 
and has commissioned him to look into 
the patent medicine business in this 
city. 


"In case the syndicate should buy the 
medicines," continued Wagstaff, "the 
present proprietors will 
be retained 
as managers for a certain time and it is 
almost certain that each business will 
continue to be managed by Americans. 
The English do not intend to go into 
the business of patent medicines them- 
selves; all they desire is a safe invest- 
ment for their money." 
Proprietors do 
not believe that the Eoglish capitalists 
intend to retain Americans as their man- 
agers. 
On the contrary, they are con- 
venced that the Englishmen intend to 
run the business themselves. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., Oct. 30.—It is re- 
l)orted on good authority that the deal 
between the Associated Brewers of St. 
Louis and the combination of eastern 
and foreign capitalists, commonly de- 
nominated "an English syndicate," has 
practically been concluded, and there 
remains only the formal signing of 
papers of transfer to make the sale of 
all the brewing properties controlled by 
the association an accomplished fact. 
The capitalization of the association is 
$5,250,000. 
The association includes 
every brewery in the city except the 
Anhouser-Busch, Lemp's and the Obert 
breweries.

A Ruling of the Peiiwion Olllce luter- 
esting to S^oltlier«. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Bussey has over-mled the pension 
office and directed that a pension be 
granted to Bernard Brunner for insani- 
ty, originating during his service in 
the late war as, a private in Co. K, 123d 
Ohio volunteers. 
lie was discharged 
for insanity on August 12, 1863. 


The application was rejected by the 
pension office on the ground that the 
disability existed prior to enlistment. 
General Bussey finds from additional 
evidence that Brunner at no time in his 
army service exhibited more marked in- 
dications of mental alieniatiou than a 
reticent manner, fondness for solitude 
and the like. 


The special examiner says: "There is 
no doubt of Bninner's insanity 
be- 
ing of army origin." 


CommentiDg on the facts presented 
General Bussey concludes: "Admitting 
that there was a predisposition to in- 
sanity and that the cause or causes 
which sufficed to destroy his mind would 
not have eiFected a stronger intellect, 
that fact cannot be pleaded a justifica- 
tion for denying him a pension. 


' 'It is a well settled article of practice 
in the adjucation of pension claims that 
an unusually susceptibility to some form 
of disease existing before enlistment is 
no bar to pension if the disease did not 
develop until after the claimant's ad- 
mission to the service. The rule is es- 
sentially just. 
The government took 
this man apparently sound and returned 
him to civil life manifestly unsound." 


General Bussey directs, 
therefore, 
that Brunner, through his guardian, 
Josephine Fisher, be granted a pension 
for insanity. 


A Costly Explosion at Bellaire, Ohio, 
This Morning. 


BBLLAIBE, 
O., Oct. 30.—One of the 
large boilers of the Bellaire blast furnace 
exploded this morning, with terrible 
force, cracking two other boilers in the 
main battery, and wrecking the boiler 
rooms. The south end of the nail fac- 
tory was entirely demolished, windows 
were broken in the adjoining buildings, 
and the wreck was scattered over an 
area of one hundred yards. The damage 
to the mill and adjoining property is 
$200,000. No one was injuered. 


PETERSBUBG, Va., Oct. 30.—Two well 
known citizens of Petersburg left here 
yesterday on the south-bound 
train, 
with a view to fighting a duel near Wel- 
don, N. C. They were accompanied by 
theu' seconds. The trouble was satis- 
factorily adjusted before the duelling 
ground was reached, and the parties re- 
turned here in the afternoon. The affair 
was kept very quiet. 


ST. PAUII, Minn., Oct. 30.—It was 
stated Monday that fully 20,000 people 
were destitute in North Dakota. Yester- 
day Mr. Marvin, chairman of- the relief 
committee, stated that he is convinced 
from information received that it was 
nearer 20,000 families, representing a 
total of 100,000 people. The trouble is 
due to the failure of crops for the past 
three years. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 30.—The Union Pa- 
cific-Chicago and Northwestern has pur- 
chased control of the Chicago and Alton 
road. It now controls 27,000 miles of 
road, and represents $564,952,000 worth 
of stock. 


CHABLESTON, 
S . C., Oct. 30.—John 
L. Manning, ex-governor of South Car- 
olina, died at his plantation near Cam- 
den yesterday. 


NEWAEK, N. J., Oct. 30.—George L. 
Calloway, of Greenville, S. C., died 
early this morning at the house of W. 
O. McDonell here, of peritonitis. 


BBUSSELS, Oct. 30.—A report in in 
circulation here that Archduke John 
Salaratin, of Austria, who has volun- 
tarily resigned his civil and military 
rank will shortly join the staft' of the 
New York Herald. 


DUBUQUE, la., Oct. 30.—The largest 
discovery of zinc ore, known as dry 
bone, ever made in the vicinity is re- 
ported on land owned by Morris Cavan- 
augh, on the Platte river, four miles 
from Potosi, Wis. 
The vein is said to 
to be ten feet wide, seven feet thick and 
three-quarters of a mile long. 
The 
quality is of the best. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 30. — The American 
horse sliow at the exposition building 
was opened to the public at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. There are more than 
1,000 horses in the building, valued at

A DAY OrWRECKS ! 


A Blsastroui» Collision on the Pitt« 
Imi'S, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
Roa«l--Other Wrecks. 


PITTSBUEG,

o'clock this morning a freight train east 
bound on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago 
railroad 
broke down near 
Beaver Falls station. The limited ex. 
press was flagged, and to avoid delay, 
backed up to cross over to another 
track. Another freight tifein in the rear 
of the limited was unobse|ved and a dis- 
astrous collision occurred. 
- The rear platform and track of the 
observation car on the limited was badly 
broken, and the engine, tender and one 
car of live stock on the freight, with 
which it collided, 
were demolished. 
The engineer and fireman on the freight 
jumped from their engine and escaped 
with slight injuries. Thè front brake- 
man on the freight train was caught and 
instantly 
killed. 
The 
tracks were 
blockèd and 
traffic delayed several 
hours. 


OTTAWA, 111., Oct. 30—The St. Joseph 
cannon-ball train on the Rock Island 
road ran into the rear of the Den^•Gr ex- 
press at Seneca last evening, wrecking 
the dining car on the Denver exi)ress 
and the engine, tender and baggage car 
of the St. Joseph train. 
Major T. C. 
Gibson, of this city, an unknown lady 
and the engineer of the St. Joseph trsin 
were quite seriously injured. 


EASTON, Pa., Got. 30.—A passenger 
train on the New Jersey Central road 
was run from the main track to a side- 
track by a misplaced switch in the yard 
here this morning and collided with a 
coal train.

McCarty jumped on freight train No.

These injuries, with the various bruises 
on the man's body, caused fatal results 
as stated. 


The wife of the unfortunate man ar- 
rived last night and had the remains 
sent to Columbia City to-day for inter- 
ment.

BiRMiiiGHAM, Ala., Oct. 30.—Fifteen 
hundred Confederate veterans assem- 
bled in O'Brien's opera house yesterday 
and organized a state association. 
The 
object 2S to raise money by poj)ular sub- 
scription to build a homo for disabled 
and homeless 
Confederate 
veterans. 
Telegrams and letters from Jefferson 
Davis, Joe E. Johnston, Wade Hamp- 
ton and others were read. 


The stage was decorated with the 
national colors on the right and the 
torn and faded confederate flags on the 
left. The veterans cheered the stars 
and stripes and kissed the faded flags of 
the confederacy reverently. 
Gen. E. 
W. Pelters was elected president of the 
association, with a vice-president from 
each congressional district.

A Won of Anjos Murphy Burned With 
Melted I*ead.

The lad was watching the workmen 
engaged in laying natural gas mains at 
the comer ofjOak and Ohio street, when 
the accident happened. He was carried 
to his home and now suffers great agony. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—The London mis- 
sionary society has received news of the 
massacre, by natives, of Rev. Mr. Sav- 
age, a number of native teachers, and 
the crew of the society's vessel, the 
Mary, in New Guinea. 
The cause of 
the uprising is not known. Blr. Savage 
was sent out by the society some years 
ago and had been a very successful mis. 
sionary. The ¿overnment of Queens- 
land has sent a steamer to the scene of 
the massacre.

Much interest was manifested and 
many blood curdling and horrible reve- 
lations were brought out during the ex- 
amination. Officers from Kansas have 
been in the state for ten days investi- 
gating the case and are satisfied that 
they have at last discovered the notori- 
ous Bender family. A requisition has 
been asked for and as soon as it arrives 
the parties will be taken to LaBette 
county, Kansas, for trial.

Frank Rhodes Biscouraged Thronel^ 
Sickness. Commits Suicide. 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 30.—Assistant State's 
Attorney Baker, of Chicago, was yester- 
closeted for a long time with ex-Convict 
Heffer, and is said to be convinced that 
Heffer's story regarding Burke's con- 
fession is true. 


Heffer, however, said he had no inten- 
tion of appearing as a witness in the 
Cronin case, unless he was well paid for 
his services. 


Mr. Baker also had an interview with 
Gillette, the Fargo forger, who was an- 
other of Burke's confederates in the jail. 
Gillett« was yesterday sentenced 
to 
thirty years in the penitentiary, but the 
authorities have agreed to hold him in 
the jail here for a day or two, in order 
to give Mr. Baker an opportunity to se- 
cure a swom statement from him. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—The crowd that 
gathered about Judge McConnell's court, 
this morning was larger than at any 
time yet. The cause of the increased 
interest was the expected revelations 
from the Clan-na-Gael witness, Stephen 
Colleran, whose examination was to be 
resumed this morning. 


In the absence of Colleran, Dennis j 
O'Connor was called. In reply to ques- 
tions by Judge Longenecker, he testi- 
fied that he had been a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael twenty-one 
years. 
He 
was at the meeting of Camp 20, Feb- 
raary 8. He heard Andrew Foy "make 
a few remarks," but no speech. 
"No 
Clan-na-Gael man made speeches; only 
remarks." 


Frank Rhodes, a man about forty-five 
years old, committed suicide about 10:15 
o'clock this morning, by shooting liim- 
self. 


Rhodes for six years past has been a 
resident of this city and for a long time 
has been employed in the Muncie sec- 
tion gang under Foreman John Cash- 
man. 


He boarded with Mi-s. M, E. Blount, 
at 5 North Calhoun street, in Blooming- 
dale, "whither a SENTINEL reporter went 
upon hearing the news of the attempted 
suicide, which resulted so successfully. 


Thet reporter entered a neatly fur- 
nished sitting room, from which access 
was had to a bed-room. From this 
apartment was emitted the noise of the 
death rattle that told too plainly of the 
fate of the man who a few minutes be- 
fore had sent a bullet through his brain. 


Coroner Kessler and Dr. 
Charles 
Stults, who were at the bedside over the 
unconscious form, probed and found 
the bullet lodged in the brain. 
They 
pronounced the wound fatal. 


Mrs. Blount gave^her version of the 
añair by stating that Rhodes had been 
confined to the bed for three weeks past; 
that about 10:15 o'clock this mondng 
she heard a noise as though the window 
to the bedroom had fallen, but which in 
fact, as she discovered a few moments 
later, was the report of the 32-calibre 
revolver, with which weapon the man 
had deliberately taken his life. 


The woman stated that Rhodes waa 
an honest and industrious character. 


The suicide is attributed to the dis- 
couraging situation in which the man 
was placed. He had no known relatives, 
worked hard to eke out a meagre exis- 
tence and when misfortune came he was 
too miserable to endui'e it. 


A report from the man's bedside at 
noon to-day was to the effect that he 
would hardly survive the day. 


He was a single man and had no wife, 
children or other relatives.

REFOR3I SCHOOI^ REPORT. 


Compai-ative Showing by i ounties-- 
Work I>one by the Boys. 


The superintendent of the reform 
school for boys yesterday made his 
semi-annual report of the accounts due 
from the various counties of the state 
for one-half the expenses of mainten- 
ance and instruction of the boys at the 
school. The estimated annual expense 
(per capita) of each boy is S120. 
Each 
county pays one-half this amount. 
The 
amount due from counties for the past 
sis months is ^13,037.25. In that time 
there were eighty-one counties that had 
representatives in the school. The fol- 
lowing counties were not represented: 
Franklin, Orange, Starke, Jasper, Mar- 
shall, Parke, Union, Ripley, Newton, 
Ohio and Scott. 


There were 564 boys reported as hav- 
ing been in the scho(jl during this 
period. The counties having the larg- 
est population had the most boys. First 
in rank was Marion with 101; then came 
Vigo with 41, Decatur 22, and Allen 20. 


The annual report to the governor 
will show the reform school free from all 
debt, and otherwise in first-class condi- 
tion. The new steam plant is approach- 
ing completion and will be used this 
winter. The crops were exceptionally 
bountiful and the health of the boys 
good. The board of control, consistiDg 
of Judge Lewis Jordan, of Indianapolis, 
L. A. Barnett, of Danville, and Colone 
A. D. Vanosdol, of Madison, will meet 
on Saturday. Superintendent Charlton 
is proud of the work done during tiie 
year.

One of the saddest spectacles which 
it is possible to conceive is that pre- 
sented by the prisoner of Furstenried, 
the mad King of Bavaria. 
Tall and al- 
most as gigantic in stature as 
his 
brother, the late King Ludwig, his ap- 
pearance is sufficient to startle any one 
who sees him for the first time. 
His 
hair is long and unkempt, and his bushy 
brown beard reaches down below his 
waist. There is a kind of weird, wild 
look in his eyes, the gaze of which re- 
mains steadfastly fixed straight ahead 
into empty space. 


The only person who can succeed in 
bringing a gleam of intelligence to his 
face is the sixty-year-old Madame Marie, 
who was his nurse when a child and who 
has now become one of the principal 
members of his household. She is the 
only one who is permitted to speak to 
him, everybody else being under strict 
orders not to address a single word to 
him or to take the slightest notice of 
him when he walks about the park. 


He is invariably dressed in black 
broadcloth, and requires a new suit 
almost every day; for, owing to his 
strange objection to the use of either 
pocket-handkerchiefs or table napkins, 
his coat-sleeves and coat-tails have to do 
service for both. For hours he will 
stand, gesticulate wildly, and talk to the 
imaginary personage created by his fan- 
tasy, and then again for several days to- 
gether he will remain in such a state of 
lethargy and lifelessness that his physi- 
cians become afraid that he will pass 
away 
without even their 
becoming 
aware of it. All day long, except when 
overcome by one of his bi-weekly or 
tri-weekly fits of apathy, he will puff 
away at cigarettes, of which be smokes 
almost a hundred a day. 


It is impossible to predict how much 
longer he will live. 
He may drag 
on his present miserable existence for 
yeara; while, on the other hand, it is 
likely that the failure of the natural 
functions of the body may bring on a 
malady which will carry him off in a 
few days. As his madness is of an al- 
together incurable nature, his death can 
only be regarded in the light pf a happy 
release.

M E X I C O . 


In an interview on Mexican import 
taxes, Hon. Thomas Ryan, minister of 
the United States to Mexico, said: "A 
decree has been issued, to take effect 
the first of the month, removing live 
stock and fresh meats from the free list 
and imposing a heavy tariff. 
The tariff 
on fresh meats will be five cents 
a pound, which is practically pro- 
hibitory. The tariff on live stock is 
scarcely less. There are no statistics 
showing the value of exports from the 
United States into Mexico, but their 
volume is large, and, to the best of my 
judgment, the balance of the trade has 
been several millions in our favor. The 
result of moving live stock and fresh 
meats from the fr^ list will be injurious 
to the Mexican railroads. 
It is to be 
regretted that no figures are available 
to show our Mexican exports. 
The law 
provides merely for collating figures of 
maritime commerce, and is antiquated. 


It should be amended by congress at an 
early day. 


"Mexico is a won^rful country; won- 
derful in people, in climate, in resources 
and possibilities. 
The United States 
pays out $100,000,000 in cash annually 
for products which Mexico could fur- 
nish us, and would take in exchange 
the products of our manufactories and 
enterprises. I believe that even a lim- 
ited measure 
of reciprocity would, 
within five yean, develop a Mexican 
oommeroe of $100,000,000 annually. It 
is to be hoped that both nations will 
awake to the opportunities and advant- 
ages of cloMr relations. Mexico wants 
machine, 
agricultural 
implements, 
cloths, tools, meats, live stock—every, 
titling we can famish here, in foot. The 
Mexioans are a wealthy people. What 
thej want they have. 
The ocnmtxy 


nuses a revenue of $30,000,000. Of 
this. $20,000,000 is by a tariff on im- 
ports. Yet she would be willing to sac- 
rifice a part of this, undoubtedly, to se- 
cure reciprocal relations with the United 
States."

When darkness has crept over the 
earth he joins his companions and they 
are out for a lark, and nothing is too 
mischeivous or daring for them to un- 
dertake. 
They know where the cab- 
bage is to be got. Its location has been 
a sort of an "open secret" with them for 
weeks and having secured a supply they 
make their rounds, bumping doors on 
their way, lifting gates off hinges, tying 
strings across the sidewalk and perpe- 
trating all the mischief that youthful 
ingenuity can invent. 


The occasion is probably, in this re- 
spect, not what it used to be. The 
older readers of THE SENTINSII well re- 
member how they used to celebrate it in 
the days of long ago and they can tell 
you tales of mischief done in their 
country village homes that would startle 
for their boldness and danger the boys 
of to-day.

Bums has made it dear to them and 
amusements appropriate to the occasion 
will be indulged in. 
The Caledonians 
will meet in their hall on Calhoun street 
and give an interesting program of song 
and literary exercises. Rev. Dr. Moffat 
will deliver an address, supper will be 
served and the occasion will close with 
a dance, in which all the lads and lassies 
of the city will participate.

ARTHUR STILL CHIEF. 


He is Betalaed at tbe Hea4 of the 
'Enciaeers' Brotherliood—News 
From the Busy Centers. 


The delegates who were in attendance 
at the national convention of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Sngineers« which 
has been in session for the pitet week at 
Denver, Col., have retomed home. The 
olosinghoniB of the session, when the 
chief of the Brotherhood was chosen, 
were interesting. The election occurred 
Tuesday. 


The Ohio delegation named P. M. 
Arthur. This was followed by the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Vroman, of North Platte, 
Neb., Mr. Tedder, of Sedalii^ Mo., «nd 
Mr. Bellows, of Mississippi. An in- 
formal ballot was (»died for and the re- 
sult showed that Arthur had the conven- 
tion almost unanimously. 


This great change in the feeling of the 
delegates is supposed to be the result of 
the recent tri^ wd censure of Grand 
Officer Gavener, of Chicago. The first 
formal ballot decided the question by 
the following vote: Arthur, SlSjYroman, 
101; Vedder, 1; Bellows, 1. 


The convention adjourned at noon. 
On reassembling it proceeded to the 
election of third grand engineer. The 
result was not made public until night, 
when Chief Aathur stated that Joseph 
Sprague, of Canada, the incumbent, had 
been re-elected by a unanimous vote. 
Nominations were then made for second 
grand assistant engineer, and E. B. 
Dietrick, of Pennsylvania, was elected, 
and A. H. Butler, of Pittsburg, third 
grand assistant 
engineer. The next 
convention will be held at Pittsburg. 
George B. Dorety, of Toledo, was re- 
elected grand chapIin, and W. R. 
Buskey, of Bloomington, Dl., grand 
guide. 


During the afternoon the convention 
appointed a committee to call upon 
John J. Hanrahan, of Chicago, vice 
grand master 
of the 
International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
who was in the city, and request him to 
address the brotherhood. He appeared 
just before adjournment and delivered 
an interesting address, in which he 
heartily indorsed the question of feder- 
ation. 


OUB CLUB. 


The car wheel moulders of the Bass 
works have an insurance and protective 
association of their own called "Our 
Club."

The cars of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company at this point are built and put 
together at the east car shops and the 
material for them is furnished at tbe 
company's shops on Lafayette street. 
Every morning a train of four or five 
cars leaves the company's Lafayette 
street shops, loaded with every kind of 
material used in the construction of the 
cars, and is taken to the east yards for 
use. 


This train is in charge of Engineer 
Eli Cramer, Fireman Kruze, Brakeman 
Beed and Conductor Davis, who are also 
the crew to the train that transports the 
employes of the east car shops from the 
the city to the works.
